nor will he make any mov e toward 
changing the present establishment on 
the zone. * 
The presid ent retu rned 
from Panama with Colonel Goethals 
in his personal party , fu lly intend ing 
to name the colonel to be gov ernor of 
the zone. When he learned of the ac­ 
rimoniou s attacks mad e on his plan 
by sou thern Democrats, the presid ent 
was amazed . 
When he heard the al­ 
leged basis of these attacks was the 
fear that Colonel Goethals wou ld not 
d istribu te the canal patronage in ac­ 
cord ance with the wishes of The Dem­ 
ocrats. he was ex asperated .

The British House of Commons, Am 'd 


Scenes Displaying Much Rancor, De­ 


cided That Ulster Must Accept Home 


Rule Along W ith the Other Irish 


Provinces, Despite Repeated Threats 


of Resistance to the Death. 


London, Jan. 2.—According to a v ote 
in the hou se of commons, Ulster mu st 
accept the home ru le bill as well as 
ev ery other prov ince in Ireland. 
An 
amendment 
was 
proposed 
by 
the 
Unionist members to ex clu de Ulster 
from the operations of the hill. 
This 
amendment 
was 
debated 
at 
some 
length, and with considerable rancor, 
bu t it was finally beaten by a v ote of 
29 4 to 19 7. 
When the debate opened Sir Edward 
Carson, the chairman of the Ulster 
Unionist organization, earnestly dep­ 
recated what he called the tendency 
of the Ministerial members to lau gh 
at and treat with lev ity the attitu de 
of the Orange Flstermen. 
It w’as a 
stern fact and he (Sir Edw’ard) was 
conv inced that nothing bu t force cou ld 
compel the Ulstermen to break their 
cov enant and su bmit to home ru le. 
Premier Asq u ith in reply said the 
gov ernment in framing the measu re 
had tak en all precau tions possible to 
gu ard against the Irish parliament 
misu sing its powers, and was still pre­ 
pared to add any safegu ards that 
cou ld be shown to be necessary , bu t 
they cou ld not accept the proposed 
amendment. 
If Ulster was ex clu ded 
the bill wou ld be wreck ed. 
John Redmond, the Irish National­ 
ist leader, described the amendment 
as a piece of political tactics. 
Bonar U w . the Unionist leader, said 
disaster wou ld follow if the bill were 
carried against the will of Ulster. He 
ex pressed the belief that the Union­ 
ists in Ireland wou ld rather be ru led 
by a foreign cou ntry than by the Irish 
Nationalists. 
Winston Chu rchill interru pted with 
a sarcastic reference to Mr. Law’s re­ 
mark abou t a foreign cou ntry , say ing: 
“This is the latest Tory threat: Ulster 
w ill secede to Germany .” 
This stu ng 
the Unionists and a great u proar fol­ 
lowed. 
There were shou ts of “Germany ?” 
“Which Germany ?” 
“Who said Ger­ 
many ?*' 
The speak er appealed in v ain for or­ 
der. while all the time Chu rchill stood 
u p and attempted to continu e his re­ 
mark s. 
Ev ery time he attempted to 
speak he was interru pted, and finally 
he sat down after hav ing apparently 
su cceeded in achiev ing his bile-stirring 
pu rpose by his gratu itou s allu sion to 
Germany. 
The amendment was then pu t to a 
v ote and beaten by the gov ernment 
combine. 


TAILORS' STRIKE EXTENDING 


All Branches of the Trade Now Being 


Brought into It. 
New York , Jan. 2.—The strik e of the 
garment work ers has been ex tended to 
the bu sheliers’ branch of the men’s 
clothing trade, as a resu lt of a meet­ 
ing of the committee of fiv e in charge 
of the strik e. 
This will affect the 
ready -made clothing departments of 
the large department stores and of the 
larger clothing establishments, where 
all the work is done in large factories 
instead of throu gh contractors. 
The bu sheliers are the tailors who 
do the fitting of ready -made clothing, 
mak ing su ch changes as are necessary 
before the clothing is deliv ered. 
One 
of the committee of fiv e said that the 
strik e of the bu sheliers will bring ou t 
from 7,000 to 8 ,000 more taliors. 
The 
bu sheliers will demand 20 per cent ad­ 
v ance on the present w’ages and a min­ 
imu m wage of not less than 
$18 a 
week . 
“The strik e will be ex tended in the 
other trades,” he continu ed. The gen­ 
eral secretary of the United Garment 
Work ers said that there is little dou bt 
that the strik e will be complete in all 
factories and shops in the city . 
All 
the u nions inv olv ed are affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
w’hich, he said, will stand behind the 
strik ers. 


Confined to the Tariff. 
Washington, Jan. 2. — According to 
information 
from a reliable quarter, 
the special session 
of congress that 
will be called early in the Wilson ad­ 
ministration, will begin on or about 
March 15, and in all probability its ac­ 
tivities will be confined to the tariff. 
President Elect Wilson has made it 
known to Democratic leaders that in 
framing a legislative program he will 
pay special attention to the tariff, anti­ 
trust legislation, and a bill or bills 
amending the banking and currency 
laws. 
At present Governor Wilson 
doubts the advisability of asking con­ 
gress to do more than to revise the 
tariff at the special session.

Disgusted With the Dilatory Tactics 


of Turkish Envoys. Bulgarian Minis­ 


ter at One Time W a s Ready to Make 


Declaration Which Would Have Re­ 


kindled Embers of War, but Diplom­ 


acy of Venezelos Averted This. 


London, Jan. 2.—The session ended 
calmly and with prospects of a suc­ 
cessful 
outcome, 
despite 
the 
fact 
that the peace negotiations between 
the Balkan states and Turkey were 
threatened with disaster yesterday, 
when the Bulgarian minister announc­ 
ed that he was about to inform the for­ 
eign office that the allies were ready 
to recommence the war, the session 
ended calmly and with prospects of a 
to recommence the war. General feel­ 
ing among officials in London seems 
to indicate the break made by the Bul­ 
garian did not reveal the true attitude 
of mind of the allies, which was first 
feared. 
Michael Madjaroff, Bulgaria's min­ 
ister at Ixmdon, was the man who 
made the threat to resume the w*ar. 
He is acting as a Bulgarian represen­ 
tative at the conference. 
Madjaroff 
during thb conference had continually 
made objections to the dilatory tactics 
of the Turkish plenipotentiaries. When 
the session opened vesterday practi­ 
cally the same proposals were made by 
the Ottomans. 
These had already 
been refused by the allies at the pre­ 
ceding meeting, and their appearance 
again made the representatives of the 
Balkan states alive with anger. 
The indignation of all the envoys 
was apparent as soon as they heard 
the proposals repeated, the Bulgari­ 
ans, Montenegrins. Greeks and Servi­ 
ans uniting in protest. 
The lead was 
taken by Madjaroff. 
He did not hesi­ 
tate to tell the Turks that they were 
casting an insult in the face of the 
allies to propose that their difficulties 
be settled by the powers after each 
country had gone to the extent of 
sending envoys to London with the os­ 
tensible purpose of making peace and 
of settling just those questions. 
Then it was that Madjaroff walked 
out of St. James in the direction of 
the foreign office. The proceedings in 
the council chamber came to an end 
at once. 
Premier Venezelos of Greece seems 
to be proving what has already been 
said of him. namely, that he is the 
master mind of the delegates. 
He 
courteously questioned the representa­ 
tives of the sultan and drew from them 
answers which seemed to broaden the 
ground of the defined written clauses. 
Then he said the allies would retire 
and consider the matter. 
The dele­ 
gates left the room and returned in a 
few minutes, when they read a writ­ 
ten reply. This reply took cognizance 
of the cession of territory west of the 
vilayet as an advance which made dis­ 
cussion of terms feasible, but required 
that the territory described he "sei>- 
arated" instead of “occupied.” 
Other 
objections 
were 
made. 
Everything 
was left unchanged and an adjourn­ 
ment was taken until Friday with the 
understanding that if the Turkish plen­ 
ipotentiaries receive more ample pow­ 
ers to deal with the contentious points 
the meeting would stand adjourned 
until Saturday. 
It is said the five clauses in conten­ 
tion are: 
First—The readiness of Turkey to 
cede all the territories occupied by the 
troops of the allies to the westward 
of the vilayet of Adrianople, the porte 
promising that the frontiers and the 
constitution of an autonomous Alba 
nia should be determined by the pow­ 
ers. 
Second—Turkey to retain the vila­ 
yet of Adrianople, but to arrange with 
Bulgaria for the rectification of the 
frontier thereof. 
Third—Turkey is unable to modify 
her refusal to surrender the Aegean 
islands, because they are an integral 
part of Anatolia. 
Fourth—The question of Crete to be 
decided by the four protecting powers, 
England. France. Russia and Germany. 
The fifth clause is technical and un­ 
important.
